American journalism and fiction had led 
us to suppose that the national mind was 
prone to idealism. Material seemed to 
exist for a large and troublesome party 
whose hatred of penal action would be a 
clog on the efforts of the United States 
Government to prosecute the war. Britons 
were right, we believe, about the idealism, 
and even about the sentimefttt; but the 
war has taught them a new thing—that 
American idealism, while of the loftiest 
kind, is severely logical.
